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IT’S NOT’NE€ESSARY. 


In the speech from the throne 
in the provincial legislature now 
in session, it is proposed that the 
soldiers be given the privilege of 
electing two members of parlia- 
ment to represent them in the 
legislature. These members are. 
to be voted on by soldiers only 
and will represent what is term- 

~"ed “constituencies at large.” 

It seems to us. entirely un- 
necessary to segregate the 
soldiers’ vote. In the first place 
this will mean perpetuating the 
distinction between soldier and 
civilian and will be an obstacle 
in the way of that harmony 
which should, characterize the 
country after the war is over, as 
much as now. 

* In the second place we don’t 
believe the. soldiers themselves 
want-to be spoon fed in this way. 
This fact was shown: by a re- 
turned soldier here. last week 
when’ he said: “You needn’t 
worry about the’ returned. sol- 
-diers. they can look after 
themselves.’ Then again there 
are at the present time thirteen 
members of the legislature iit 
the service. It is only reason- 
able to assume that if an election 
were called on at any time, at 
least half of these would be 
again returned as members’ to 
represent the soldiers. But we 
do not believe that even this is 
‘necessary to assure. a square 
deal for the soldiers. We  be- 
* lieve that the general public 
have sufficient pride in, and love 
for, our heroes to do all that is 
possible for them without any 
forcing or coersion. As a prool 
of this we have only to look back: 

- over the experiences of our 
~ neighbors to the south. After 
the Civil War U. S. Grant, tlie 
commanding general of the 
_army; was elected president. He 
was succeeded by Hays, Gartieid 
and Arthur in succession, three 
more Civil War veterns. -Har- 
rison and MeKinley were both 
soldiers who had seen service in 
the same war, and ‘Lheodore 
- Roosevelt was # Spanish War 
veteran, With the exception 
_.of Cleveland, who~ served two 
terms, all the presidents of the 
United States trom the time oi 
the Civil War down to Roosevelt 

_ were war yeterns. ‘The soidiers. 
were also-well —represented- i 
beth the senate and house ol 
congress as well as in all state 
legislatures, All this happened 
without any special legislation 
or segregation of soldiers’ votes. 
The same would, in all prubabil-

alike,

“BOWEL TROUBLE IN- FOWL 


Several Remedies For Chicks—Need 
Not Use Drugs Always 


Slight bowel disorders of young 
chicks can often be-remedied by the 
use for a few days of a -texspoonful 
of lime water in each quart of Cte 4 
water. The use of boiled whole 
in place of water as a drink for the 
chicks has also been found effective in 
light cases.—Paregoric is a very effec- 
tive remedy. It should be placed in 
the milk or water at the rate of two 
to four drops to a quart, allowing the 


-|chicks no other drink for a few 


“These remedies will not be effective 
unless the cause of the trouble is cor- 
rected. The chicks that are most af- 
fected should be killed and buried, the 
house thoroughly cleaned and sprayed 
frequently with a good coal-tar disin- 
fectant. After a flock is removed 
the brooder house it is a good plafi 
mop up the floors with a cre- 
olin solution and then heat the house 
so the whole interior will become 
steamed with the disinfectant. These 
precautionary measures, coupled with 
frequent cleaning of the house and 
careful feeding, will often overcome 
the trouble without recourse to drugs. 


SOUR VS. SWEET CREAM 


Sour Cream Tests no Higher Than 
Sweet Cream 


The impression among many cream 
producers appears to be that sour 
cream contains more butter fat and 
yields a higher test than sweet cream. 
For this reason some farmers pur- 
posely keep their cream until it sours, 
and often store it in a warm place 
to hasten the souring. This impres- 
sion is entirely erroneous. The acidity 
or sweetness of cream has no effect 
on its fat content, nor on the result- 
ing test. On the other hand, this prac- 
tice of causing the cream to become 
extremely sour spoits~its chances to 


_j| make géod butter and renders difficult 


the taking of a representative sample, 
and thereby lessens the reliability of 
the test, for the accuracy of the test 
depends above all things on the accus- 
acy of the saniple.
